The .junior high students have 
pointed out that a good many of 
the "hot spots" they frequented 
have cither gone out of business 
or are closed for the dura tion. 
Narberth, they said, is particular- 
ly devoid of any place for a teen- 
ager to congregate. 

Tlie .junior teen-agers want the 
canleoii open Friday and Saturday 
nights until a reasonable hour.
